No. 14/14/82-EPZ.—The Government of India have de¬ 
cided to constitute a high level authority to be called Visakha- 
patnam Export Processing Zone Authority (VEPZA). The 
VEPZA will deal with all major policy issues for speedy 
creation, growth and development of Visakhapatnam Export 
Processing Zone. 

2. The terms of reference and powers and functions of 
VEPZA, hereinafter called the Authority will be as under 

(i) It shall be the function of the Authority to promote 
investments in tbe zone for purpose of export, em¬ 
ployment and improvement of industrial technology, 

(ii) The Authority shall decide on matters regarding 
nature of activities to be allowed for the zone. 

(iii) It shall provide guidelines and if necessary issue 
directives for planning for the construction, main¬ 
tenance and development of the various utilities re¬ 
quired for the zone. 

(iv) It shall periodically review the performance of the 
zone and take all policy decisions relating to the 
zone. The Authority shall meet atleast once in six 
months, 

(v) The Authority may constitute any committee or com¬ 
mittees and may co-opt any member to its committee 
or committees in its discretion for discharging its 
functions. 

fvi) The Authority may review from time to time steps 
taken to implement the project and working of the 
Visakhapatnam Export Processing Zone and may 
give such directions as it may deem fit for the smooth 
functioning and proper growth of the Zone. 

(vii) The Authority will take decisions on fiscal and other 
concessions required to attract the right type of en¬ 
trepreneurs to the Zone for quickening its pace of de¬ 
velopment. The Authority will keep in view conces¬ 
sions available in other successful Free Trade Zones 
in the world and strive to give comparative facilities 
for Visakhapatnum Export Processing Zone. It shall, 
witliin ihe framewoik of the General Policy for Im¬ 
ports and Exports, authorise the sale of a prescribed 
proportion of finished products in the domestic tariff 
area, on such terms and conditions as may he speci¬ 
fied by it. 

(viii) The Authority will decide upon all policy issues re¬ 
garding VEPZ which will be referred to it by the 
Visakhapatnam EPZ Board from time to time.
